volume about two inches thick. We 
have 48 sets of criminal law, and fed- 
eral law besides, 

Canadian judges play an 
ant part in the verdict. How? By 
having the “right of comment.” At 
the end of this trial, when the evi- 
dence was al] in, his worship on the 
bench would analyze that evidence, 
giving the jury the benefit of his ex- 
perienced mind. We have this very 
system in New Jersey, and it works 
very well; but other states have hesi- 
tated to give their judges the right 
of comment. Theirs may only give in- 
structions on the laxv—not on the 
facts. Canadians think the judges’ 
comment very important in obtaining 
intelligent verdicts ‘by juries; and 
disagreements, hung juries, are great- 
ly reduced by this system. 

Strict and = fair. Impressive and 
dignified. Such is Canadian justice in 
the felony courts. It doesn’t simmy 
punish guilty men; it impresses their 
minds and hearts, So there is one ex-

I don't know of any figures much 
more striking than these as an in-

There were 12,294 autos stolen--and 
11,542 recovered! That is 96%. 

I found ‘two marked differences 
between American and Canadian city 
(police. First, the Canadian system 
rests upon patrol. You will see many 
more policemen on the streets of Can- 
adian cities than in cities of similar 
size across the ‘border. The other 
difference is that the abilities are not, 
as a rule, rated by the number of ar- 
rests made. Said J. H. MacBrien, 
head of the Canadian Mounted: “Tt 
may be the best proof of good police 
work if a man never makes an ar- 
rest. It may mean that his district

The 1926 American dollar would

Also, after an arrest is made, a; 
Canadian policeman is ready to take | 
his man at once tbefore a judge. That 
is what keeps down the third degree. 
No holding for two, four, six days, or 


two weeks before bringing ee 
charge, 

Two glimpses, finally, of the 
whole system in action. One minor 
but typical; the other, the fame: 
ous case which freed Canada of 
gangster crime once and, apparently, 
for all. 


A New York youth named James 
Tucker developed a_ talent for pen- 
manship. In September, 1931, helping 
himself to a bunch of American Ex- 
press travelers’ cheques, he decamped 
for Pittsburg, where he signed and 
cashed $400 of the cheques. He ehud- 
ed the police and went to Detroit. 
Here he cashed $200 more, and again 
eluded the police, He crossed the 
border and turned up in Montreal. Pic- 
tures, of course, had preceded him. 

That Montreal patrol system spot- 
ted him early in October. He wasn’t 
arrested. Instewad—the JBritish sys- 
tem—he was shadowed ‘by detectives. 
They wanted certainty. They waited 
patiently until he walked over to a 
broker’s office, where he proceeded to 
eash $500 worth of travelers’ cheques. 


He was arrested on the spot. 
That was the afternoon of October 
5d. He was brought into court the 
morning of October Gth, tried, and 


sentenced to four years, and was on 
his way to the penitentiary that same 
afternoon—in just 24 hours! 

When the Unitea States was just 
arousing to the menace of the gang- 


sterism, there was a typical gang 
crime in Montreal, Robbers held up 
an armored truck of the Canadian 
National Bank. <A bank messenger 
was killed, That was on April 1, 
1924. Four Italian gangsters were ar- 


rested that same day. Early in May 
the whole gang was rounded up. The 
trials were over by the middle of May. 
All but one convicted. The convicted 
men appealed. How long did that 
take? Two years? Not at all. By 
October the decision was handed down 
and the convictions affirmed. Within 
six months from the date of the crime 
four were hanged, three in prison for 
life, 

Cases of the same summer mopped 
up two other gangs. Since then there 
hasn’t been a gang crime in eastern 
Canada. 

Criminal justice works there. And 
most of the features that make it work 
are perfectly adaptable to the law of 
any American state.

Notable among these 
observational ‘projects was the navi- 
gation of the “northeast passage” by 
the Sibiryakov, which made the 3,000 
miles from the White sea t> Bering 
strait in nine weeks, arriving in a 
crippled condition due to encounters 
with ice, ; 

The far north still has stretches 
in which one would not care to ‘be 
fost in a blizzard, but no ‘longer is 
it an empty waste broken only at 
rare intervals iby a few walruses, 
seals or natives living in srow huts. 
Like Canada, Russia is pushing into

Advance Thanksgiving Hint 

Have you ever had fresh watermelon 
for Thanksgiving dinner?

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TREATMENT OF SUNSTROKE 
(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 
There are two forms of sunstroke— 
heat prostration and heat fever—and 
as the treatment is entirely different 
in each, a careful distinction must be 

made. 
Heat Prostration 
The first symptoms of heat pros- 


tration are dizziness, a throbbing 
headache, nauseau, and sometimes 
diarrhea. As these disturbances in- 


crease in severity the patient’s skin 
becames pale, cold and clammy. He 
is restless and profoundly prostrated. 
The temperature is sub-normal and 
the pulse feeble. Finally he may be- 
come unconscious. 

The first thing 
doctor. Pending his arrival place 
the patient in the shade, and as 
soon as possible in a cool, well-ven- 
tilated room. The clothing ‘should 
ibe removed ‘and hot applications 
placed around the extremities to re- 


to do is call a 


.store:- the circulation and make the 
patient warm. If unconscious ‘he 
should be mde to inhale aromatic 


spirits of ammonia. A mustard 
paste should tbe applied to the back 
of the neck and along the spine. As 
soon as he is able to swallow he 
should ‘be given hot coffee and spir- 
its of camphor. 

Heat Fever : 

In cases of heat fever the picture 
ig entirely different. The patient is 
exceedingly hot, the temperature run- 
ning from 105 deg. to 110 deg. I have 
‘seen one case in which the fever was 
110 deg. The skin is dry, the face 
congested, and the vessels are throb- 
‘bing. The patient is very. restless, 
‘breathes forcibly, and hig pulse is 
rapid. (He may speedily become un- 
conscious, 

As in the case of heat prostra- 
tion. the first step is to call a phy- 
sician, The patient should be plac- 
ed in the shade and then taken into 
the house. The clothing should be re- 
moved and the subject placed in a tub 
of water at a temperature of SO deg. 
to which ice is gradually added. Ice 
should also pe placed on his head. 
During all this time he should be 
rubbed vigorously to keep the blood 
circulating and bring it to the surface 
of the body where it can be cooled. 
If a bath-tub is not available the pa- 
tient should ‘tbe laid on a bed or cot, 
wrapped in a sheet wrung out of -ice 
water, and rubbed with ice. 

The temperature should be watch- 
ed carefully and the moment it has 
dropped appreciably the subject 
should ‘be removed from the bath. 
Otherwise the temperature may con- 
tinue to drop until it ‘becomes sub- 
normal and the patient pass into a 
state of collapse. Generally speaking 
the ‘bath should not be continued for 
more than half an hour at a time. 

After-Effects of Sunstroke 

People who have had sunstroke 
usually suffer from the effects of 
heat as long as_ they live. Such 
persons should avoid exposure to 
tlhe sun and keep- out of over- 
heated rooms during this time of 
the year. They should take cold 
bathsl every day, dress ightly, eat 
sparingly, drink plenty of water.—

Young 
people who smoke cigarettes are cer- 
tainly spending their money for some- 
thing that does not ‘benefit them jn 
the least way, and my purpose is to

The smoke that is inhaled into the 
body is injurious to the lungs. It also 
harms the nervous system, because it 
weaken the control of the muscles and 
injures the mind.. The trembling of 
the hand is often seen in young per- 
sons who smoke cigarettes. This 
shows what effect the tobacco has on 
the muscles. Also a person who smokes 
cannot think as rapidly or as clearly 
as one who does not smoke, Smokers 
are not able to do delicate pieces of 
work, nor can they have a very high 
position, ‘because their brain has be-

The wild berak in the grain prices 
last week, fully justifies my views as 
expressed in my recent letter. The 
effects of the Roosevelt policy of in- 
flation, together with adverse crop 
weather reports and the possibility of 
the World Conference raising the gen-

STATEMENT OF MRS. CORA 
McPHERSON, JULY 25th, 1933 


To the Editor, 
The Wetaskiwin Times. 


Filled as I was with the hope that 
Mr, Justice Ford would mate an or- 
der annulling the divorce and restor- 
ing me to my marital rights as a wife, 
and to my four sons, whom I love 
with a mother’s affection, it came as 
a great shock to me to find that His 
Lordship had dismissed my action 
entirely. The shock of the judgment 
is softened only by the many expres- 
sions of sympathy that have poured 
in to me from all parts of the Prov- 
ince and from all classes of people. 

Without any funds of my own, and 
dependent entirely on charity and 
public relief and what meagre earn- 
ings I can contrive, it would have 
been impossible for me to bring my 
case before the Court and the bar of 
public opinion except for the kind- 
ness and generosity of the women of 
Edmonton and others, who, fn my 
hour of need, supplied the means to 
pay some of my Court costs and wit- 
ness fees and to petition the Court. 
To my counsel, Mr. Neil D. Maclean, 
k.C., and Mr, G. H. Van Allen, K.C., 
I am doubly grateful for their valu- 
able legal services on my _ behalf, 
though the funds at my disposal have 
not as yet permitted me to pay their 
counsel fees in the lengthy suit.

The following is a report of the bd- 
monton Stock Yards, as supplied to 
The Times for the week ending July 
25th, 1933; 

Receipts: Cattle, 851; Calves, 169; 
Hogs, 1071; Sheep, 89. 

Receipts so far this week have been 
fairly liberal in volume and with the 
exception of one or two carloads of 
dry feds were principally plain to 
medium grass steers and heifers, while 
dry fed offerings sold readily at fully 
steady values. The market was de- 
cidedly dull and draggy on grassers, 
only the tbest of these offerings meet- 
ing with any action. A few good 
fleshy steers were disposed of to local 
packers at values ranging frdm $3.00 
to $3.50, and odd medium kinds were 
cleared at what appeared to be 25c to 
50c lower values for the week. Plain 
kinds were practically valueless, the 
market being glutted with thin plain 
undesirable steers and heifers for 
which salesmen could not find any 
outlet whatever. The following are 
the quotations: 

Good to choice fed calves of baby 
becf uualify $4.50 to $5.00; fair to 
medium $8.75 to $4.25; good to choice 
dry fed steers and heifers $3.75 to 
$4.25; fancy kinds $4.50; fair to med- 
ium dry fed steers and heifers $3.00 
to $3.50; good to choice grass steers 
and heifers $3.00 to $3.50; fair to 
medium $2.25 to $2.75; common $1.50 
to $2.00; good to choice butcher cows 
$2.25 to $2.50; plain to medium $1.25 
to $2.00; canners and cutters 50c to 
$1.00 and bulls $1.00 to $1.50.’ 

The stocker and feeder trade was 
far from (bright owing chiefly to so 
many plain undesirable kinds ‘being 


on offer. Another factor in dulling up 
the trade was that several districts 
which in ‘previous seasons absorbed 


large supplies of store cattle, are ex- 
periencing dried out pastures, etc, At 
the present time real breedy yearling 
steers and heifers will xealize up lo 
$38.00, Dut the bulk of good offerings 
are selling from $2.50 to $2.75; and 
plain offerings being undesirable are 
barely moving from $1.50 to $2.00. 
Stocker cows are selling from $1.25 tu 
$1.75.

Cuts 
on off-grade hogs remain the same 
and are as follows: Heavies discount- 
ed $1.25 per cwt.; extra heavies $2.00; 
No. 1 sows $2.25; No. 2 sows $3.90; 
stags optional and stags with tusks no 
value. 

Sheep and lamb market was quiet, 
a few good butcher lambs being 3old 
at $4.50; yearlings from $2.00 to $3.00 
and ewes $1.00 to $2.00.

C.C.F.Conclave at Regina 
Is Strong for Socialization 


Regina, July 19.— Embracing = so- 
clalization of finance, social owner- 
ship, security of tenure of farmers 
and workers, regulation of external 
trade, socialized health services, taxa- 
tion and public finance, the manifesto 
of the Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation was issued here Wednes- 
day for discussion at the first nation- 
al convention of the organization. 

Involving amendments to the Brit- 
ish North America Act and a _ labor 
code, the manifesto, upon which the 
year-old political movement will bid 
for power in the next dominion elec- 
tion, outlined in greater detail the 
aims, objects and program of the a 
C.F. Linked with it was an emergen- 
cy program placing responsbility for 
unemployment relief on the dominion 
government and involving enterprises 
to increase the real wealth of the 
dominion, 

In brief, the manifesto urged: 

Establishment of a planned, social- 
ized, economic order in order to make 
possible the most efficient develop- 
ment of the national resources and 
the most equitable distribution of the 
national income. 

Socialization of all financial mach- 

inery—banking, currency, credit and 
insurance, to make possible the effec- 
tive control of currency, credit and 
prices and the supplying of new pro- 
ductive equipment for socially desir- 
able purposes. 
' Socialization, dominion, provincial 
or municipal, of transportation, com- 
munications, electric power and all 
other industries and services essential 
to social planning and their operation 
under the general direction of the 
planning commission ‘by competent 
managements freed from day to day 
political interference. 

Security of tenure for the farmer 
upon his farm and progressive remov- 
al of farmers’ debts on conditions 


to be laid down ‘by individual prov-' 


inces; insurance against unavoidable 
crop failure; removal of the _ tariff 
burden from the operations of agri- 
culture; encouragement of agricultur-

LO! THE POOR INDIAN 


Winnipeg, Man., July 24,.—The In- 
dian, the aboriginal inhabitant of Can- 
ada ‘before the coming of the white 
man, far from dying out is showing an 
increase in numbers, there being an 
increase of 3,000 over eight years ago, 


the total now living in Canada being 
given as 108,012, according to the 
Tourist and Convention Bureau of 
the Canadian National Railways. This 
unmber includes only those who are 
wards of the Dominion Government 
and are located on reserves. Educa- 
tion is making advances among them, 
attendance at school increasing at a 
greater rate than the population, lat- 
est figures for those attending school 
being 15,300. The annual income of 
the Indians from the various occupa- 
tions is estimated at $6,500,000 or 
about $60 per head.
